The Opening Address to Faculty, September, 1984 


The following is a description of a school which I gave to 
the Trustees last Spring at their final meeting of the year. I 
said the following words: 

"A school structure is a very interesting mechanism. 
Take over 400 students, with all of their interesting and 
ever changing personalities; then take 500 to 600 
parents who aren’t sure what is coming next in their 
children’s march toward maturity; then take 50 faculty 
who are often asking students to achieve beyond their 
own expectations, and correcting them when they don’t, 
and often pushing them to achieve beyond the culture 
of trivial pursuits; throw into the formula all of the 
individual personalities and circumstances and 
relationships and gaps of communication among all of 
these people who have a vested and sometimes 
irrational interest in making the process come out right, 
all of whom are capable of making mistakes, and you 
have the school family in full swing.” 

I suggested to the Board of Trustees last Spring that, given 
the complexity of a school community, it is the natural 
desire of people to assess the process of education through 
measurement in an effort to make the problems less 
complex. And many of the reports on education have 
taken exactly that approach. They seek to solve the 
problems of education by finding areas that can be 
measured and then fixing them: such as the length of the 
school day, numbers of credits needed, competency exams, 
what ought to be taught and learned; and none of those 
measures is inappropriate. But what many if not most of 
the reports ignore is the question of quality — how do we 
get the job done excellently. 

In my view, we achieve excellence in education when we 
put away the security of the ruler. I read once a passage 
from an article called The Art of Japanese Management — 
Application for American Executives as follows: "The 
inherent preferences of organizations are clarity, certainty, 
and perfection. The inherent nature of human 
relationships involves ambiguity, uncertainty, and 
imperfection. How one honors, balances and integrates the 
needs of both is the real trick of management.” 

1 believe that we all, at all levels of this complex school 
operation, need to ask the questions that cannot 
necessarily be answered by numbers; they are questions 
and answers that involve our judgment, individual and 
collective, and which are complex enough that we might 
sometimes be wrong; they are questions that address 
human issues filled with ambiguity, uncertainty and 
imperfection with all of the inherent dangers. If we don’t 
ask these questions and answer them without a ruler, 
accepting the humanness of the educational process, 
American education is doomed. Let me give you an 
example. 

How do we define goodness in a school? What is a good 
school? First of all, I believe that we often look to define 


goodness in a school by the absence of badness. It is easier 
to identify what is anathema than what is excellent. 

Doesn’t it sound familiar to us to hear sentences that 
begin: We are a good school because we don’t have . . . 
and then we think of all the bad aspects of other 
institutions that make us feel lucky to be where we are. 

Sara Lawrence Lightfoot wrote a book that is in multiple 
copy in our Faculty Library. It is entitled The Good High 
School, and it is a series of case studies where she describes 
qualities which she believes are part of the formula that 
produces "good” schools. She describes a "liability” 
common to social scientists: the tendency to focus on what 
is wrong rather than search for what is right, to describe 
pathology rather than health. It seems easy for us to recite 
all of the problems teachers and students confront and 
create in secondary schools — the truancy, and dropout 
rates, the vandalism, the alcohol and drug addiction . . . 
but is seemed difficult, even awkward, to find the 
goodness and talk about the successes. Teddy Roosevelt 
once said that there are "two kinds of people in the world, 
those who view with alarm and those who point with 
pride.” I would take the point of view that the large part of 
the educational process probably depends upon how we 
balance the two tendencies in us. Too often it is the easier 
route to simply show what is wrong, often in terms which 
reflect upon the inability of others to solve problems and 
make us feel better about our own. Another one of my

summer reading books was Tuchman’s THE MARCH OF 
FOLLY. She describes Walt Rostow in Johnson’s 
administration as a positivist, a "Dr. Pangloss who, as 
described by a fellow worker, would advise the President 
on learning of an attack on Manhattan that the first phase 
of urban renewal had been accomplished at no cost to the 
Treasury.” (p.295) I would surely not advise that good 
schools are ones which do not see reality. Tuchman says 
that "It has been said that if the protagonists of Hamlet 
and Othello were reversed, there would have been no 
tragedy; Hamlet would have seen through Iago in no time 
and Othello would not have hesitated to kill King 
Claudius. If the British actors before and after 1775 had 
been other than what they were, there might have been 
statesmanship instead of folly. The hypothetical has 
charm, but the actuality of government makes history”. 
(MARCH OF FOLLY p.231, Tuchman) We need to be 
realistic, but I would surely posit that good schools are 
ones which know their real strengths, and support them 
with pride because the people in the institution are smart 
enough to recognize strength and articulate its existence. 









The second way we tend to define goodness is the 
measurement approach. We start with National Merit 
Scholars, ERB scores, SATs, college records, numbers of 
Ph.D’s and Masters degrees on the Faculty — in fact 
percentages of the Faculty who have these degrees; the 
numbers of different offerings; the number of computers; 
numbers of students in each class; number of days in the 
year; requirements for graduation; credits for graduation, 
etc. All of these are legitimate questions, and they often 
define the minimums. They are also open to misinter' 
pretation and misuse, as those involved in statistics will 
readily tell us. But what about some of the questions 
which have and demand longer answers? How is each 
student challenged? How does each child find success? 
What kind of teaching occurs? Ted Sizer’s book, Horace's 
Compromise, addresses the question of coaching as a 
teaching technique. That’s a breakthrough, in my view, 
that that sort of issue is beginning to occupy the thoughts 
of people in education. 


Let me ask three questions that go beyond measurements 

that we should each surely be asking ourselves: 

1 . What is our attitude toward issues which supersede our 
own individual discipline or teaching area(s)? Teachers 
in good schools worry about such questions as: the 
relationship of the student to a world that is changing at 
an astronomical rate. We have talked a great deal about 
global awareness, it is a large concern here, and the 
Curriculum Committee will continue to press us all on 
this issue. 

2. How are we, as a school and as individuals, coping with 
such matters as our own and our students’ attitudes 
about living in a nuclear age. The nuclear issue is only 
one, albeit an enormous one, where we can say that our 
students are living and will live in a world that we don’t 
know or understand as well as we should, and we can 
get out of touch very quickly. How do we avoid that 
terrible fate that happens sometimes to teachers where 
they don’t understand kids as well as they used to? 

Look at what happened in schools in the late 60’s who 
couldn’t adapt. We weren’t teaching to where the kids 
were. 

3. A transcendent question which pervades any school and 
especially one with the kind of values that we espouse is 
the question of ethics. What kind of values do we teach?

Everything we do by example, by the way we deal with 
tough questions, by the way we invite or discourage 
discussion, every decision we make has ethical 
overtones. Students draw conclusions about us. What is 
each of us doing to contribute to the ethical dimension 
of this School? That’s the kind of question that we 
should be asking one another. What is the relationship 
of the * 'Serve” aspect of Live and Serve? The issues 


belong to all of us; we all have the responsibility to deal 
with such matters in a good school. 

The relationship between evaluation and support is crucial 
in the way that we, as teachers, deal with students. Early in 
the summer, I was talking with Jack Pasanen about some of

these issues, and he made a point which impressed me 
greatly. He suggested that, in our schools, we tend to 
spend 80% of our time sorting, and 20% on supporting, 
and it probably ought to be the reverse since the sorting 
has been done before the students ever get here. I was 
fascinated by Dr. Bernice McCarthy’s discussion in the 
opening faculty workshop of the relationship of what we 
teach to how we evaluate. Do we teach to certain sides of 
the brain because we evaluate the results more easily? 
Whom are we leaving out? How many of us were left out? 
There is a Plutarch dictum that says that the mind cannot 
be seen as a pitcher that needs to be filled, but as a flame 
that needs to be kindled and fueled. That’s very different 
from a sink or swim mentality found in so many schools. 
How does each one of us evaluate and support students in 
this school? How do we make students feel here? If a 
student feels "put down’’, in what ways might we be 
unconsciously responsible? If a student feels valued, how 
much more learning and love of learning is going to take 
place. How do students feel about their own presence 
here? Tom Doar mentioned to me one day that he is 
always impressed by alumni who make statements such as, 
"I sat next to a person who went to Harvard, and I knew 
that I would never get in. But, I felt all right about that. 
Something about the ethos, the climate of North Shore 
told me that I was a good person and I was successful and 
would be successful later on.’’ John Verdery, a long time 
Headmaster describes a school as follows: "An institution 
is a kind of soil. Sometimes it is too rocky for the seeds on 
it to grow; sometimes it is too well travelled; and 
sometimes there are too many weeds. But sometimes the 
soil has been husbanded and will allow a seed to grow into 
something that will adorn the landscape, or feed the 
hungry.’’ That’s the perspective of maturity and 
experience. In summary, then, I will define a good teacher 
as one who understands the balances between the needs of 
the clarity, certainty and perfection of the organization and 
the ambiguity, uncertainty and imperfection of human 
relationships, the importance of asking questions which 
don’t have measurable answers, and the balance between 
evaluation and support in working with students who 
struggle with those questions. AND I feel privileged to 
approach these issues with all of you who are as fine a 
group of professional people as I know anywhere. There is 
a bond among people who work together in schools with 
all of our learning styles. Its strength comes from the 
major certainty of all: the basic assumption that we are 
involved in a process of utmost importance and we mean 
to do the job excellently. It is a question of ethics!

School Completes 4 Year 
Energy Conservation 
Program, Updates 
Bus Fleet 

With the installation of storm 
windows and energy-efficient ceiling 
fans in the auditorium last summer, 
the School completed an energy 
program begun four years ago. 

During that time, new windows and 
doors have been installed in the Lower 
and Middle Schools, and storm 
windows and insulation have been put 
in. 

Over the summer, roof repairs in the 
Lower and Middle Schools, 
auditorium stage floor repairs, general 
painting, replacement of the kitchen 
freezer, underground steam pipe 
repairs, sidewalk improvements and 
modernization of the electric system in 
the Middle School was completed. 

The School has updated its bus fleet by 
buying eight new Ward Vanguard 
radio-equipped school buses. The 
school operates 11 buses ranging in 
capacity from 22 to 66 passengers to 
transport students during the school 
year and day camp children during the 
summer. 



Introducing Jack Pasanen 

Jack Pasanen, new Chairman of the 
English Department, was a junior in 
college when some fraternity brothers 
asked for his help with an upcoming 
examination in Romantic Poetry class. 
While giving them a crash course in 
Shelley and Keats, he realized this was 
something he loved doing, and he 
decided then and there to get paid for 
doing it and make it his career. 

He’s been a writer since the seventh 
grade when he first began working on 
school newspapers and on into college 
where he was editor of the humor 
magazine at the Unviersity of 
Massachusetts. Teaching in indepen¬ 
dent schools followed his graduate 
studies at Middlebury College. 

Mr. Pasanen has been teaching high 
school students for 25 years and says, 
"I’m just beginning to understand what 
happens within a person as he creates 
with words and language and I’m 
increasingly confident to participate in 
the process. I see in writing an 
opportunity for breakthrough, when 
someone can actually write themselves 
into a new state of awareness. It’s 
exciting to see a student become 
empowered and it’s breathtaking when 
breakthroughs occur.” 

He admits there’s a low end of the 
spectrum and speculates that he has 
corrected 25,000to 30,000 papers 
over the years, estimating that he has 
probably circled the word "alot” on 
about half of them. 

Mr. Pasanen considers himself a true 
generalist in material and emphasis and 
teaches as well as personally enjoys a 
wide field of literature, authors and 


poets. He represents to students a 
range from Greek tragedy to Ben 
Jonson and John Donne, and 
Shakespeare to Dickens and Flannery 
O’Connor. 

"Reading and rereading is almost a 
meditation,” he claims. "One can 
measure where he is by the mirror of 
literature. Watching students 
simultaneously and continuously 
discover themselves through literature 
is exhilarating,” he adds. 

As head of the English Department, he 
considers his first year to be one of 
examination. He wants first "to 
establish alignment with teachers of 
our common goals and shared 
investments.” 

Outside of teaching, Mr. Pasanen is 
deeply committed to the Global 
Hunger Project, an organization 
dedicated to informing the citizenry of 
how world hunger can be eliminated. 
He is a trained leader in Ending 
Hunger Briefing, a presentation to 
organizations such as schools, 
churches, businesses, prisons, and 
hospitals. In time, he will continue his 
presentations in the Chicago and 
North Shore area. "There are over 3 
million individuals behind the 
organization, each holding a vision that 
everyone in the world can be fed.” he 
says. 

A jogger and a fisherman with an eye 
toward Wisconsin waters, Mr. Pasanen 
is also the father of three children: 
Jennifer, a junior at State University of 
New York in Brockport; Gretchen, a 
Russian specialist, completing four 
years in the Army currently stationed 
in Germany; and John, Jr., stationed in 
the Navy on the USS Nassau. 
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Seven Teachers 
Join Faculty 

Joining the faculty at North Shore this 
year are seven new teachers. Heading 
the English Department is Jack 
Pasanen, who comes to North Shore 
from the Emma Willard School in 
Troy, New York, where he had taught 
since 1966. He was awarded The Elsa 
Mott Ives Chair in English in 1974. He 
is a graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts and received his 
Master’s degree from Middlebury 
College. At North Shore he teaches 
freshman English and Advanced 
Placement English.

Jana Paton is a graduate of Western 
Michigan University and has done 
additional work at the University of 
Buffalo State College. For several years 
she taught in Buffalo and tutored at 
Middle and Upper School levels in 
mathematics. She teaches seventh and 
eighth grade mathematics and 
computer. 

Also new to Middle School is Kerry 
Hall who teaches sixth grade mathe- 
matics. He formerly taught at Keith 
Country Day School in Rockford and 
is in the Master’s program in 
Education at Northwestern University.

Grants Benefit Parent 
Loan Fund and Faculty 
Endowment 

Last summer The North Shore 
Country Day School was awarded two 
challenge grants totaling $180,000. 

A parent loan fund will be initiated 
through the $130,000 grant from the 
Clarence Manger and Audrey Cordero 
Plitt Trust over the next five years. 
"This grant offers a new direction for 
North Shore’s financial aid oppor¬ 
tunities,’’ Richard Hall, Headmaster, 
states. "Parent loans will provide new 
avenues for middle income families 
who might otherwise not qualify for 
financial need scholarships,” he adds. 

A $30,000 grant from the Edward E. 
Ford Foundation will support faculty 
salaries through the School’s 
permanent endowment. Matching 
funds must be raised by the School 
before December 31, 1984. "These 
funds are a major contribution to the 
School’s current capital fund drive,” 
Mr. Hall claims. "North Shore is most 
grateful for these two grants and we 
feel confident that we will meet these 
challenges.” 

Interim Week Opens 
With USSR, London, 
Zoos and Ghosts 

November’s Interim Week for grades 
8-12 offered major trips, intensive 
studies, and exploration for a week of 
off-campus adventure. Over several 
weeks, students prepared for the 
annual exodus with the faculty- 
sponsored projects. 

One of the projects requiring the 
greatest preparation was the Friendship 
Tour of the USSR. Longer than 
Interim Week itself, the USSR tour 
took two weeks, taking students to 
Leningrad, Minsk, and Moscow. 
Sponsored by art teacher Jacqueline 
Melissas through the Citizen Exchange 
Council, the students met with Soviet 
peers in schools and homes for a 
special inside look at daily life. 

A week in London, led by teachers 
Lynda Wood and Jack Pasanen, 
focused on classical and contemporary 
theater, with tours of major points of 
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interest and visits to museums. Marine 
Biology combined a trimester course 
with on-location study of coral reefs, 
mangroves, sponge flats, and tidal 
pools of Pine Key, Florida. The project 
was sponsored by Sue Clement, 
biology teacher and Audrey Matthies, 
marine biologist. 

The Alcohol Interim, in its second 
year, allowed students to participate in 
a teenage alcoholic treatment center in 
Park Ridge, as well as instruction in 
other aspects of the problem. Animal 
Behavior in Zoos included guided tours 
of Shedd Aquarium, Brookfield and 
Lincoln Park zoos and the Milwaukee 
zoo. Auto Mechanics, Architecture of 
Chicago, Dance, Film-Making, Films, 
Hospital Volunteers, Pattern Making 
and Sewing, Photo Immersion, and 
Political Internships all allowed 
students with special interests to 
explore in depth. 

Ghostly Week focused on Chicago’s 
supernatural folklore with visits to 
"haunted” sites. Culture Vultures, 
"Mind Game” at the Museum of 
Science and Industry, Game of Life, 
High School Experience in 5 high 
schools, gave insight into life in 
Chicago. Outward Bound in Illinois 
and Montana Wilderness sampled 
natural resources. Students were also 
encouraged to develop their own 
specialized interests through individual 
internships. Reporting and sharing 
responses to the various projects will 
continue throughout the year at 
Morning Ex and elsewhere. 

Mayers Give Sculpture 

An iron and steel sculpture, "Wind 
Gong” by Richard Stankiewicz, was 
given to North Shore last June by 
Robert N. Mayer ’67 and his wife, "to 
display for art classes to stimulate 
discussion by the students and to 
inspire their own efforts.” The 54" 
piece has been in the Mayer collection 
since 1964. 

The sculptor is internationally known 
in the art world for crafting bits of 
junk metal into abstract sculptures. He 
studied art with Hans Hoffman in New 
York City and later apprenticed 
himself to sculptor Fernand Leger in 
Paris. He died in 1983 after retiring as 
chairman of the art program for 15 
years at the State University of New 
York at Albany. "Wind Gong” has 
been placed in the Headmaster’s yard. 


Deane to Receive First 
Hannaford Recognition 

Virginia S. Deane ’41, Vice Rector of 
St. Paul’s School in Concord, New 
Hampshire, will be awarded the Foster 
Hannaford Recognition, at the school’s 
Holiday Party on Friday, January 4, 
1985. The Foster Hannaford Recog¬ 
nition is being initiated as an annual 
recognition to a person who has given 
distinguished service to The North 
Shore Country Day School and will be 
presented each year at the holiday 
party. 

Miss Deane has had a long association 
with North Shore, beginning as a 
student in the Class of 1941. She was 
an intern in history and English at 
North Shore while working on her 
Master’s Degree and became a full time 
faculty member in 1946. She also 
served as Dean of Girls from 1952- 
1969, as Dean of Faculty from 1960- 
1969 and as Chairman of the History 
Department from 1955-1969. She has 
been associated with St. Paul’s School 
since 1971 and was named Vice Rector 
in 1974. 

The Recognition is named in honor of 
Foster Hannaford, who, himself, gave 
distinguished service to the School. He 
served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees for 48 years and as a Trustee 
of The North Shore Country Day 
School Foundation for 35 years. He 


died in June 1981. His five children 
attended North Shore — Tayloe 
Hannaford Churchill ’33, Foster, Jr. 

’34 (deceased), R. Ogden ’35, Priscilla 
Hannaford Greeley ’37, and Charlotte 
Hannaford Drake ’44. 

Alumni, parents, former parents and 
friends of the School are invited to the 
January 4th party. 

North Shore Hosts 
Northwestern Interns 

North Shore is contributing to 
Northwestern University’s Master of 
Science Program in Education by 
offering teaching internships to 
graduate students who are interested in 
careers in independent schools. 

For the past two years, North Shore 
has had one and sometimes two interns 
on the faculty. Currently, Kerry Hall, 
Middle School mathematics teacher, is 
a Northwestern intern and Juliet 
Settlemeier and Richard Hart are in 
pre-student teaching observation. Last 
year’s intern, Amy Cholnoky, has 
continued as a member of the faculty 
and is also public relations director.

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Curriculum Committee 
Focuses on Nuclear Age, 
Global Education, and 
Health 

North Shore’s Curriculum Committee, 
which studies the direction and flow of 
academic disciplines throughout the 
three school divisions, Lower, Middle 
and Upper, has been headed for the 
past year by Julie Hall, in the new 
position of Director of Curriculum 
Development. Mrs. Hall, also Head of 
Middle School, has focused her 
committee’s efforts in the first months 
of her appointment toward concerns of 
the nuclear age, global education and 
implementing the new health 
curriculum. 

* ‘Living in a Nuclear Age” was 
addressed last year by an ad hoc 
committee of board members, parents, 
teachers, administrators, and students. 
They collected materials with a goal 
toward better informing students and 
finding appropriate ways to deal with 
the issues. "Our emphasis is on giving 
correct information and awareness of 
differing points of view without 
preaching one point of view,” Mrs. 

Hall states. "We are very aware that 
different information and different 
materials are necessary for various age 
groups. We want to help children feel 
they have a say and can make a 
difference in their future — to have 
hope,” she adds. Mrs. Hall presented 
her methods and philosophy at a work' 
shop for teachers at the November 
conference of the Independent Schools 
Association of the Central States held 
in Evanston. 

The Health Curriculum, stengthened 
and further developed by William 
Goss, Chairman of the Science 
Department, includes a new emphasis 
on decision making for eighth graders. 
Focusing on handling difficult 
situations, discussions center on 
alcohol and drugs, peer pressure, 
dating, death and dying, and school 
issues. "We want to give our students 
a forum for discussions in a supportive 
environment,” Mrs. Hall says. The 
homeroom structure in Upper School 
provides a similar forum for Upper 
Schoolers. 

Global Education, initiated by teacher 
Mary Roden, encourages teachers to 
include this emphasis throughout their

teaching and offers focal points 
throughout the year such as an art 
exchange with students in the USSR 
and special speakers at morning 
exercise. 

Two of last year’s curriculum projects 
were the development of a French 
curriculum in Lower School which 
begins now in kindergarten and further 
refinement of the computer curric- 
ulum, also beginning in kindergarten. 
"Curriculum is constantly changing 
and evolving,” Mrs. Hall remarks, 

"and we are continuing to appraise and 
develop our disciplines.”

North Shore Challenges the Bright and Talented 


"It was great to have a physics teacher from the 
Smithsonian,’’ summed up one student after his three 
weeks last June with North Shore’s summer program for 
gifted students, "Bright and Talented.’’ 

Designed and directed by Joan Smutny, Director of the 
Center for Gifted at Evanston’s National College of 
Education, this unique program brought a real excitement 
of experimenting and a joy in learning to 170 gifted boys 
and girls in grades 6, 7, 8, and 9. Believing that "bright and 
talented kids need to talk to other bright and talented kids, 
to share activities, insights and values,’’ Mrs. Smutny built 
this program. 

The "Bright and Talented’’ program attracts top students 
who want the opportunity to dig into subject areas they 
can’t get in their regular schools or to learn more about a 
favorite subject. They are enrolled on the basis of school 
records, recommendations, and standardized tests for the 
chance to pursue fast-paced, in-depth study without 
homework or grading. Last June, the second year for the 
program, students chose four courses from fourteen 
possibilities: Creative Writing, French, African 
Civilizations, Logic of Mathematical Discovery, 
Unidentified Flying Objects, Ethical Decisions in a 
Scientific Society, Musical Comedy, Urban Living and 
Community Development, Surreal Numbers, Dance, 

Magic of Physics, Theatre, Micro Computers or Art. 

This year’s enrollment more than doubled the first year’s, 
thanks to a $30,000 grant from the Dr. Scholl Foundation 


which provided scholarships for disadvantaged minority 
students. One hundred and eight minority students from 
all over the Chicago area responded to the invitation to 
participate, and through the Dr. Scholl Foundation 
funding, thirty-five minority students were enrolled, based 
on their academic potential and achievement, talent, 
motivation, and financial need. The Dr. Scholl Foundation 
grant also includes $30,000 for next year’s program. 
Encouraged by the excellent response by minority 
students, North Shore provided some thirty-five additional 
partial and full scholarships. The total of seventy 
scholarships went to Blacks, Hispanics, Orientals, and East 
Indians, which brought a rich mix of cultural backgrounds 
to the program. Few had ever been in a summer program 
and many spent several hours traveling to get to North 
Shore’s campus. School buses stopped at three pick-up 
points in Chicago to bring the students up to Winnetka. 
"They found a special climate with no tests, no pressures 
and they shared and helped each other,’ Mrs. Smutny 
stated. "Many of the minority students hadn’t been out of 
their neighborhoods, but with this intensive contact with 
suburban kids and the diversity of city kids, lots of 
prejudices were shed by all the participants,’’ she added. 
And for the suburban students, "there was tremendous

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growth in the mutuality of working together in a rich 
cultural and social mix.” 


The program brought together a strong faculty from 
several different schools. With three North Shore faculty 
members — Lawrence Chiappetta, Head of Upper School, 
teaching computers; Jackie Melissas, Middle and Upper 
School art teacher, teaching art; and Ken Lewandowski, 
science teacher, offering Ethical Decisions in a Scientific 
Society — were teachers from other suburban schools and 
Chicago schools. Among them were Caroline Erbmann, a 
workshop instructor and consultant in French; Richard 
Bagg, a filmmaker, director, producer and actor, who is 
Chairman of Communication Arts at National College of 
Education; Del McDonald, teacher at University of 
Chicago Lab School on leave for a year at Madeira School, 
Greenway, Virginia; Sherman Larsen, founder, director 
and Vice-President of Center for UFO Studies in Evanston 
and writer of award winning textbook on UFOs; Jo Lynda 
Aaron, Director of the Barrington School of Dance Arts, 
Ltd.; and John Van Ackeren, physics teacher at the 
Madeira School, and Resident Associate at the 
Smithsonian Institute. Jane Artabasy, junior high music 
teacher with the Glenview Public Schools, who taught 
Musical Comedy, remarked, "All of my students became

more physically gregarious and confident about what they 
could accomplish. This was shown in the emergence of 
some truly remarkable musical talent which I discovered in 
both my urban and suburban students. I felt that the 
Musical Comedy performers rediscovered themselves and 
found talent they had not known before.” 

The teachers enjoyed the special challenges in the 
classroom. While the students were bright, their social and 
cultural experiences were broad ranging. "It was exciting 
for me to watch the interaction of kids in this program,” 
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Jackie Melissas claimed. "They developed a careful 
curiosity for one another, as though trying to make sure 
no one was uncomfortable. In an art studio, atmosphere is 
all important. The scholarship students impressed me 
most, because of their attentiveness and ability to plunge 
in and experiment freely with materials they had never 
touched before." 

Cathy Royal, history teacher and administrator of The 
Latin School of Chicago, who taught "Urban Living and 
Community Development" claimed, "I learned as much as 
the students. My class, composed of students from the 
suburbs in the North Shore, public housing projects in the 
city of Chicago, and various middle class areas of both the 
city and surrounding suburbs, created an environment rich 
with an amazing range of personal experiences and ideas. 
Their perspectives emerged from real life situations, and 
gave to our study a realism that kept a class of this kind 
from becoming social theory." 

Computer teacher Lawrence Chiappetta, commented, "the 
students’ enthusiasm and interest was astonishing. They 
represented a phenomenal range of previous schooling and 
academic preparation, but all of them gave their full 
attention and effort to mastering the programming skills 
covered. The minority students integrated very well with 
the suburban students and it was a wonderful joint 
learning experience for all. It was a teaching experience 
that has left a lasting impression on me," he remarked. 



In the academic courses as well as those in creative arts, 
the students’ achievements culminated in an Open House 
of reports and displays. Featured were two "productions" 
—a 200 page creative writing magazine full of the products 
of creative writing students, and a 2 hour performance of 
theatre, dance and musical comedy by the performing arts 
groups. Over 450 enthusiastic parents and relatives 
attended the Open House and packed the auditorium. 

Mrs. Jackie Nichols, whose son, Philip, was in the dance 
program, remarked, "It was thrilling to see the 
performance and what had happened in three weeks. It just 
opened up a whole new world for my son, and he’s 
continued taking dance lessons. I’m so happy with the 
experience he had." 

Plans are underway for next year, when new courses in 
math and science and possibly in a new language may be 
added, hopefully with more funding for them, for teachers 
and for scholarships, according to Mrs. Smutny. As for 
enrollment, one student pleaded as she left this year, "I 
hope I can come again, I never knew summer school was 
so much fun!"

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Questions and Answers About 
Financial Assistance 

How it works, who is helped . . . 


North Shore provides over $300,000 in direct financial 
assistance each year, as well as endowment support for all 
students. Financial need should never discourage a family 
from applying for admission to North Shore. The following 
questions are commonly asked in the admissions process. 

We would like to send our child, but we are just not sure 
we can afford it; how can we finance a North Shore 
Country Day education? 

There are three principal ways to finance a North Shore 
education: 

1) Every North Shore student’s education is supported by income 
from the School’s endowment and annual gifts, a product of 
the generosity of North Shore’s parents, alumni and friends. In 
fact, tuition supports approximately 75% of the real costs of 
the education North Shore offers. 

2) North Shore offers grants and Deferred Tuition Loans, or a 
package combining these types of assistance, to families who 
qualify. These range from support of several hundred dollars 
to total support as needs warrant and funds permit. Families 
qualify for this financial assistance by submitting financial 
information through the School Scholarship Service. 
Repayment of the low 8% interest Deferred Tuition Loans 
begins four years after graduation from North Shore. During 
the college years, small interest payments are due twice a year. 

3) A new Parent Loan Plan is available, at a modest 8% interest 
rate, to families in the $20,000 to $80,000 income range. 
Through a grant from the Clarence Manger and Audrey 
Cordero Plitt Trust, North Shore’s Parent Loans provide 
opportunities to qualified families of Upper School students to 
borrow funds for their children’s education. Repayment of 
these loans begins immediately while the child attends North 
Shore. Interest alone is paid during the four years after 
graduation, and then interest and principal payments resume 
for two additional years. 

What is the history of financial assistance at North Shore? 

North Shore has a long history of support to students seeking 
financial assistance. Since the earliest years, the School’s tradition 
of enrolling a talented and culturally varied student body has 
been supported by the School family and importantly, the 
School’s budget. The current Board of Trustees’ policy focuses 
clearly on continuing and strengthening this diversity of the 
student body by stating that "the School intends that 15-20% of 
its students receive financial assistance of some kind.” 

What kinds of students receive scholarships? 

North Shore considers students for admission on the basis of 
academic and personal qualifications. The financial assistance 
programs are directed toward increasing the diversity and talents 
of the student body and toward providing opportunities for 
students who would profit keenly from North Shore’s 
educational environment. If financial assistance is requested, it is 
considered separately following the admissions decision. 

Do you give financial assistance to students in all grades? 

Currently 37% of the 72 students receiving financial assistance 


are attending the kindergarten to eighth grades. The Parent Loan 
Program, because of its nature, is limited to Upper School 
students. There are students with some type of financial 
assistance in nearly every grade in the School. One out of every 
ten students in the lower and middle school receive some type of 
financial assistance. 

While the School is committed to diversity throughout the 
grades, it is important to recognize that the limited financial aid 
dollars serve a larger number of students when they are 
committed for shorter periods of time to Upper School students 
with two, three or four years remaining before graduation. 

How is financial need determined? 

Need depends on many variables, such as family income, number 
of children, age of parents, other tuitions, unusual medical 
expenses, taxes, assets, liabilities, etc. 

To apply, you must provide detailed financial information to the 
School Scholarship Service in Princeton, NJ. Following analysis 
of your information according to a nationally accepted formula, 
the Service provides North Shore with a preliminary estimate of 
your family’s ability to contribute to educational expenses. Once 
a student is admitted to North Shore, the Financial Assistance 
Committee uses the figures from the Service as a guide in 
determining amounts of grants and loans. 

How many students receive how much financial assistance? 

72 students, or 18% of the student body, are receiving over 
$315,000 in grants and loans during the 1984-85 school year. 

What financial assistance can we expect? 

Grants and loans range from $500 to full support. The average 
financial assistance package is approximately $4375. 

When will the decision about financial assistance be made? 

Financial assistance is announced in April, following the 
acceptance for admission of a new student, provided the 
necessary information has been submitted. 

Is there any guarantee that a student’s financial assistance 
will continue after the first year? 

Financial assistance continues as long as the need exists and the 
student remains eligible. You must reapply for assistance each 
year. The financial assistance package is recalculated each year 
since each family’s circumstances and the school expenses change. 

Eligibility for assistance includes a consideration of the following 
significant factors: academic ability, non-academic skills, personal 
qualities which make a contribution to the life of the School. 
Students are evaluated each year with regard to their 
contributions, both in academics and citizenship. 

How can we get further information and the appropriate 
materials?

Message 

from the Chairman 


How do you make an excellent school even better ? Since 
adopting the Long Range Plan we have accomplished many 
improvements in the School’s curriculum and personnel 
and in the involvement of students in the community 
outside the School, as mandated by the Plan. However, the 
Plan also called for the raising of $3.5 million for 
endowment and facilities to: 

— improve faculty salaries and enrich academic 
programs as a result of a $1.75 million (or 150%) 
increase in the School’s endowment; 

— provide additional academic space to meet 
educational needs; 

— build a new Library/Resource Center; and 

— provide additional housing to attract outstanding 
faculty. 

The School had not solicited any capital gifts for nearly 20 
years. 

Where does one find $3.5 million for these purposes? We 
started talking with School parents, alumni, former parents 
and friends and were overwhelmed by jthe response so far 
of $2.4 million in gifts and pledges. Each gift is special and 
reflects the particular circumstances and interests of the 
donor. However, the following are some of the early fruits 
of the EEE campaign: 

— $60,000 from many parents for a fund in memory of 
Eunice Jackson, who was head of the English 
Department, toward a $100,000 goal to endow a 
Chair or Faculty Chair; 

— $100,000 from a couple whose children graduated 
several years ago; 

— $100,000 from two alumni brothers for computer 
facilities; 

— $64,000 in memory of Foster Hannaford, who was a 
trustee for 48 years, toward a goal of $100,000 to 
name the Art Gallery; 

— $50,000 from an alumna to endow a scholarship for a 
talented music student; 

— $250,000 for scholarships from a couple who are 
friends of the School; 

— $5,000 from a Winnetka merchant; 

— $62,000 from the Woman’s Board Fund for Faculty 
Salaries; 



— $110,000 for the Mac McCarty Fund for Faculty 
Salaries; and 

— $200 from two students. 

What a privilege it has been to experience the School 
family’s affection and commitment to education reflected 
in these gifts. 

In the next few months we plan to ask all of you for your 
support in raising the remaining $1.1 million. So please 
consider thoughtfully how you can help to endow 
educational excellence at NSCDS and help to complete the 
Long Range Plan. 

It has been an enjoyable and rewarding experience serving 
as Chairman of the Board of Trustees for the past four 
years. I don’t know of another job where one can work 
closely with so many talented, committed and fun people 
. . . trustees, administrators and faculty. The School seems 
to be at its alLtime peak of health and vitality, and 
everyone connected with the School seems to place a high 
value on their School relationships. Thus, it is no wonder 
that so many are so loyal and generous with their time, 
energy and financial resources. 

On behalf of the board I want to thank the entire School 
family for their commitment to the School’s current and 
future excellence.

Message 

from the Headmaster 

My annual message to the School’s constituency must 
begin with a special thank you to Cam Avery who 
continued for his fourth year as Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees. It has been under his leadership that the School 
underwent its IS ACS Evaluation, developed its Long 
Range Plan, and began the first Capital Drive in more than 
a decade. Much of the School’s strong financial health and 
position in the community is due to his faithful 
stewardship as the leader of the Trustees. His serving a 
fourth year, when Jim Murphy, who was elected president, 
could not serve because of a New York-based job, was a 
typical example of his dedication to The North Shore 
Country Day School. 

During the past year, much progress has taken place in 
several areas of curriculum which were relatively new to 
us. Under the leadership of Larry Chiappetta, computer 
centers in all three divisions have been established, and 
Carol Abelmann has developed a fine program in the 
Lower School. At the present writing, we have 34 Apple 
Computers and most of the students in the School have 
access to them. The Health Curriculum is in place, thanks 
to the exhaustive study and implementation of Bill Goss, 
Chairman of the Science Department. Along with her 
duties as Acting Head of the English Department, Julie Hall 
began her duties as Director of Curriculum Development 
by investigating issues dealing with "Living in a Nuclear 
Age.’’ Bob Kramer, Assistant Head of the Lower School, 
led a curriculum evaluation whose report was submitted in 
June. Sue Gundlach, Seventh Grade Head and Middle 
School teacher, along with Lynda Wood in the 
Kindergarten, began a study, mandated in the Long Range 
Plan, of needs of parents, and a Parent Library will be 
instituted this Fall, as well as a new Speaker Series on 
issues of Child Development. In addition, the committee is 
studying a possible extended day for Lower Schoolers and 
future programs for three-year-olds. 

Global Perspectives continues to be an important all¬ 
school topic as we look to the kind of future our students 
will encounter. We continue to study and work toward 
involving students in programs of active service to others, 
fulfilling the "serve’’ aspect of the School’s motto "Live 
and Serve.’’ 

Tom Doar has now ably completed his first full year as 
Director of Admissions. He and I have both been working 
closely with the Community Relations Committee of the 
Board of Trustees, chaired by Caroline Repenning, as we 
work to present an accurate picture of the School to the 


outside community. We continue to ask our alumni, 
parents and friends to invite people to the campus and to 
learn more about us, given that we often find ourselves less 
well known than we would wish. The Diller St. Theater 
program has been one example of outreach into the 
community, and we are delighted with the success of the 
second year of the summer Bright and Talented Program. 
(See page 8.) 

Perhaps the most exciting part of the year has been the 
increasing success of the Endowing Educational Excellence 
Campaign. We are searching for support to fund the 
future, and we are clear on our goals as articulated in the 
brochure that members of the School family have recently 
received. We are determined to meet our objectives as 
described in the School’s Long Range Plan, especially since 
the recent loss of Harold Hines, the Chairman of the 
Committee that produced that superb document. He is 
enormously missed by all of us. His presence in the School 
governance over many years was greatly instrumental in the 
directions which North Shore has taken. I particularly feel 
the loss of a person who was not only a member of the 
Search Committee that chose me, but who was my 
counselor on a variety of issues, and a good friend. He felt 
especially strongly about the School’s position in and 
responsibility to the larger society, and we all feel increased 
impetus to achieve the goals in which he so strongly 
believed. 

The 1984- 85 year promises to be one of the most exciting 
in the School’s history, and I look forward to it!

Bequest by Helen Fulton Shockley *32 
Establishes Endowed 
Music Scholarship 

Seventh Grader is First Recipient 

Three interests dominated Helen Fulton Shockley’s life 
from her school days in the early years of North Shore, 
through her marriage to Chester Shockley, a Professor of 
Music at Northwestern University, their life together in 
Barrington, and eventually Northbrook, where she died in 
May of 1983. The strength and interplay of these three 
interests, music, tennis and education, structured her life 
and remain behind as her legacy. 

Mrs. Shockley spent several months planning her will with 
a lawyer who shared an understanding of her wishes. 
Principally, she set up: a music scholarship at 
Northwestern; a tennis scholarship for young women 
tennis players; and the Helen Fulton Shockley Music 
Scholarship Fund at The North Shore Country Day 
School. North Shore is honored to announce the initiation 
of this endowed scholarship, a memorial to a life which 
supported and worked for music and tennis education. 

Mrs. Shockley was a national junior tennis champion 
following her graduation from North Shore in 1932. Her 
interest in music began here where she began piano lessons. 
She continued playing, mostly for her own pleasure, but 
particularly enjoying her work as an accompanist for The 
Papai Players, an opera group who performed for children 
around the North Shore. During the ’60’s she organized 
the Northwest Lyric Opera Chapter and served as its first 
president. 

Today, the $50,000 bequest supports a scholarship for a 
talented music student participating in the Major Music 
Curriculum. NSCDS, in collaboration with the Music 
Center of the North Shore, offers a special Music Major 
program. This program provides talented and keenly 
interested music students the opportunity to develop their 
musical talents while studying in a strong academic 
program. The choral and Orff instrument cirriculum 
taught by North Shore Country Day faculty is augmented 
by special instruction by the faculty of the Music Center. 
Graduates from this program are qualified to enter leading 
college schools of music and conservatories. 

The first recipient of the Helen Fulton Shockley Music 
Scholarship is Wendy Warner, a 7th grader, daughter of 
Mary and Frederick Warner of Wilmette. Wendy is a 
talented musician and cellist. The Music Scholarship will 
be awarded annually in recognition of musical talent, 
application, strong academic work and good citizenship.

I am pleased to report that the School came within 
$3,700 of balancing its budget without any short 
term borrowing. The School continues to be in 
sound financial condition. In addition to the 
following disbursements, the Board also approved 
$18,500 for capital additions this year. 

Significant progress toward reaching the EEE 
capital fund drive goal of $3.5 million has been 
achieved. Approximately $2.3 million had been 
received in pledges and gifts as of June 30, 1984. 

The outlook for the 1984-85 fiscal year continues 
to be favorable, and we expect this year’s 
somewhat tighter budget to be balanced.

The 50th Reunion of the 
Class of 1934

Twelve members of the Class of 1934 joined in a weekend 
of nostalgia and renewal in their return to Winnetka and 
North Shore in late May. They gathered from such wide- 
spread home bases as Scottsdale, Boston, Washington, 

Ann Arbor and Harbor Springs. 

Ski Webbe, with assistance from Roger Ballard and John 
Macy, fabricated a diversified program which started off 
with a festive evening at the home of Betty Crilly Frank in 
Kenilworth.
